One of Vallins’ men became ex- 
cited at such active hostility, and ran down

But in a moment the fence was splintered, 
and the Cicero policeman had to flee to 
avoid the falling boards. 

Meantime a signal as potent as the circus, 
Hey Rube,” had gone over the racing 
park. Rugged stable hands and track fol- 
lowers of all kinds came running to the 
scene. Many of them carried fence pickets, 
and others had stones wrapped in handker- 
chiefs. Anything that would serve as a 
club or could be construed into a weapon of 
offense or defense was seized upon. The 
Corrigan partisans quickly arrayed them- 
selves behind the Cicero policemen, who 
were protecting the exposed positions. 


Negro in the Lead. 

The first man to comé through the hole in 
the fence was the big negro. Why he was 
given thissignal honor by his fellow-deputies 
is not known, unless it was reasoned that 
thoughiful nature had favored him with a 
thicker skull thun the rest. The negro car- 
ried a piece of timber, eight feet long, which 
he had used in battering down the fence. He 
atternpted to mow a swath about him. He 
did manage to hit one man and knock him 
to his knees. 

But the triumph of the colored man was of 
short duration. He started to fight like a 
tiger, but a hundred men tried to get at him. 
He was struck over the head repeatedly with 
clubs. He was in the midst of a crowd of 
frenzied trackmen, and the battle was car- 
ried to a point fifty feet from the hole in the 
fence. Finally the negro was knocked to 
the ground and a dozen men jumped ou him.

FLAG OF TRUCE TO HAVANA. 


Key West, Fla., Aug. 18.—The flagship 
San Francisco, the monitor Miantonomah, 
and the auxiliary yacht Sylvia were fired 
upon by the Havana batteries shortly before 
5 o’clock yesterday morning. One 10 or 12 
inch shell struck the San Francisco’s stern 
as it turned to get away out of range and 
tore a hole about a foot in diameter, com- 
pletely wrecking Commodore Howell's 
quarters and smashing his bookcase to frag- 
ments. Nobody was injured and, being under 
orders not to attack the batteries, the ships 
retreated as fast as their engines would 
carry them.

New York, Aug. 13.—[Special.]—Upon the 
farm of Grover Cleveland, near Princeton, 
N. J., there has just been established a farm 
school for poor boys from the city slums, of 
which the ex-Presiderit himself is the donor 
and founder, and to which he is devoting his 
means and energy. The farm consists of 
some sixty-five acres of rolling upland. 

John Henry Vroom, a former student of 
Princeton University, sought an interview 
with Mr. Cleveland some time ago to lay 
before the ex-President a plan to found a 
home for bright boys of the slums where 
they could receive a practical education 
without being made objects of charity. At 
the close of the conference Mr. Vroom re- 
ceived deeds of possession of the farm for 
five years.

% As to the actual plans,“ said Mr. Vroom, 
when interviewed, the boys will not be 
herded togcther in one great Building. We 
shall build a number of cottages, each of 
which will accommodate from ten to s!ix- 
teen boys.

The Madrid government cabled last 
night to the Governors General of Porto 
Rico and the Philippines instructing 
them to carry out the terms of the peace 
protocol.

It was then that the shell struck the San 
Francisco’s stern and sent its fragments 
into the after cabin, wrecking Commodore 
Howell's library. The Commodore was on 
deck with Captain Leary when the shell 
struck. The Miantonomah was in less dan- 
ger than the other two ships, being farther 
out to sea, but when the firing commenced 
they all moved out about three miles. Here 
the men on the flagship were speedily put 
to work patching the ragged hole which 
a shell had torn in the San Francisco's 
stern. The damage was found to be trifling. 

All the shells fired at the vessels were 
from ten or twelve inch guns, and there 
were exactly twenty-two in number. As 
they fell around the ships one of the Syl- 
via’s men stood calmly on the deck of the 
yacht, watch in hand, and counted them. 
Morro Castle fired several of the missiles, 
but how many is not known. The others 
came from two sand batteries east of 
Morro. 

The firing lasted twenty minutes. No at- 
tempt was made to return the fire, the 
blockading squadron being under specific 
orders not to make any sort of demonstra- 
tion against Havana partaking of the na- 
ture of an attack.

. No Fear of Cubans. 

It is not jeved that the Cuban insur- 
gents will make any trouble in Cuba, pro- 
vided they are fed until they can support 
themselves. As it is now the Cuban army is 
without supplies and has been in a starving 
condition for months. If disbanded it would 
be less able to get anything to eat than if 
kept together. But if the Cuban soldiers can 
be furnished with food and necessary cloth- 
ing it is not believed they will complain. In 
time employment will be furnished to all of 
those who desire to work, as the develop- 
ment of the island will be rapid when the 
Spaniards are once evicted. 

Already numerous inquiries have been 
made as to whether or not contracts made 
in Cuba now for real estate or other business 
ventures will be respectéd by our govern- 
ment. It is not probable that contracts af- 
fecting public rights, made while the Span- 
lards are still in control, will be recognized 
by the United States government. 

McKinley is at work on the selection of the 
two military commissions which will con- 
duct the immediate evacuation” of Cuba 
and Porto Rico.

‘who did such excellent work at Havana, has

forces. 

It would be particularly fitting that Gen- 
era} Lee should be 2 ot Havana 
Province, as he has the qualifications which 
eminently fit ‘him for the position, but it is 
not yet settled whether he is to go on the 
commission or to succeed Blanco. General 
Wade is an offider of experience and discre- 
tion and Admiral Schley, who will repre- 
sent the naval service, is eminently qualified 
for this duty. Some of Schiey’s associates 
in the service who are anti-Sampson in their 
sentiments have accepted the suggestion of 
Schiey’s name with bad grace. They profess 
to discern in the detail of that officer to this 
duty the attempt of the administration to 
placate their own element, which they imag- 
ine stands in need of this tribute. 

The Porto Rican commission will probably 
consist of Major General John R. Brooke, 
now in command, under General Miles, of 
the forces in Porto Rico; Brigadier General 
Guy V. Henry, a famous cavalry leader: and 
Captain William F. Folger, former Chief of 
Ordnance of the navy and now in command 
at New Orleans. The names of General 
Miles, General Schwan, and many other 
prominent military men are also being men- 
tioned in connection, but when the President 
finally announces the composition of these 
two commissions there may be many sur- 
prises. Adjutant General Corbin, who was 
talked of for the head of one of these com- 
missions, said this afternoon that he would 
not accept such an honor, preferring to re- 
main at his desk at the War department, 


Will Go to Havana at Once. 


While the protocol allows ten days for the 
selection and twenty days more for the as- 
sembling of the commission at Havana, the 
American commissioners will probably start 
for the meeting place as soon as they have 
received their instructions. The two army 
men selected will come to Washington and 
will be informed of the President’s views re- 
} garding the manner in which-the evacua- 
tion shall take place. They will also be in- 
structed as to the extent to which the Span- 
iards will be allowed to remove arms and 
munitions. Admiral Schley is now on the 
way to Washington, his flagship having been 
ordered north last night. 3 

Thé propriety of naval representation 
upon the commission is suggested by the 
fact that Spain Has quite a mosquito fleet 
in the recently blockaded harbors.

CHOSEN COMMISSIONER. 


President McKiznley Has So Far Only 
.,. Becured One Member of the Peace 
Board Going to Faris. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.~[Special.}-— | 
President McKinley is considering a list of 
éligibles for the peace commission, and it is 
positively Known that Sécretary Day will 
head the American members of that body. 
This was freely admitted by the President 
today in conversation with several Sena- 
tors.

More time was allowed at the request of 
Spain for the naming and assembling of 
them commissions than was originally m- 
tended by this government. Spain, it is pre- 
sumed, wishes to send commissioners from 
Madrid. Neither General Blanco nor Gen-

Madrid is disposed to relieve them of the 
disagreeable duty. 

It is still a question whether military Gov- 
ernors shall be appointed for Cuba and Porto 
Rico. It has been decided to establish mili- 
tary departments in both places in addition 
to the Igepartment of Santiago, of which 
General Lawton is in command. For the 
Department of Porto Rico General Brooke is 
Spoken of as commanding General, and if a 
military Governorship be established he will 
probably be appointed to that place. 

General M. C. Butler, who is General Lee's 
junior by two numbers, is prominently men- 
tioned in connection with the Governorship 
at Havana. The shelving of General Lee 
has exbited a great deal of comment, and the 
mere announcement that Butler’s name in- 
stead of Lee’s is mentioned for the exercise 
at authority in Cuba is certain to invite an- 
tagonism to Butler's appointment. Another 
story in circulation tonight which 1s re- 
ceived with credence is that General Wade 
will be made military Governor of Havana, 
and General Lee may be placed in command 
ot the military forces. 


Back to a Peace Footing. 

In twenty-four hours Washington has 
@ropped from the excitement of war to the 
dullness of midsummer routine. At the 
White House, in the departments, and 
throughout official circles the difference be- 
tween today and yesterday is impressively 
apparent. 

Adjutant General Corbin, who has been 
one of the busiest officials during the war, 
stood in the center of his office this after- 
noon, looked about him, and exclaimed, with 
emphasis: The regulations require that 
officers of the army shall wear their uni- 
forms in time of war. This is peace,“ 
whereupon ‘he jerked off his blue and gold- 
buttoned blouse, hastened over to a ward- 
robe, took out an easy office coat, slipped it 
on, and drew a breath of relief. 

The whole government is putting off the 
regulations of war and drawing a breath of 
relief. Censorship is past. War bulletin 
boards are down. Officials who have rested 
on cots for 118 nights now go home when 
the official hours end. Department doors 
are wide open, and guards no longer scru- 
tinize all strangers. No more hurrying 
through the corridors of the War and Navy 
departments gives hints of important news 
from the front. Officials high and low talk 
freely. The importance of mystery has de- 
parted. Excitement of war has been suc- 
ceeded by tranquillity of peace. 

While the President’s proclamation or- 
dering a cessation of hostilities changed con- 
ditions in Washington, its effects were not 
immediately felt in Cuba and Porto Rico. 
It was necessary to use strenuous efforts to 
put the armistice into effect, especiaily in 
Cuba, where a squadron of Sampson's ships 
were bombarding Manzanillo. In the ma- 
jority, however, the orders to cease hos- 
tilities were effective. 

General Miles notified the War depart- 
ment that he had spread the news all 
throughout western Porto Rico and that he 
had taken steps to inform Captain Genera! 
Macias at San Juan, the capital. It is prob- 
able, however, that San Juan has been no- 
tifled by the Spanish government, for Spain 
has direct cable communication with the 
Porto Rican capital. 

Commodore Rémey, in charge of the naval 
station at Key West, in a dispatch to Acting 
Secretary Allen, reported that he had sent 
the gunboat Onieta to the Isle of Pines, off 
the southwest coast of Cuba, to intercépt 
the naval expedition which intended to land 
marines aud capture a base on the island to 
provide small draft warships with a shelter 
for future operations. 

In accordance with the armistice, Secre- 
tary Alger sent a dispatch to General Shaf- 
ter today directing that all telegraph and 
cable lines be opened in Cuba. Military 
censo?ship will continue under the command- 
ing General, and all messages obviously de- 
trimental to the United States will be pro- 
hibited. Cipher messages relating to govern- 
ment and diplomatic business will be per- 
mitted, provided translations are furnished

Some Anxiety Over Manila. 

In the Phil'ppines only are the authorities 
concerned over the situation, and although 
it is believed that with his present force 
General Merritt will be able to prevent com- 
plications, the following message was sent 
to him today by General Corbin:

While the Navy department is giving 
some thought to the establishment of the 
various naval stations which existed before 
the war, the vessels of Sampson’s fleet will 
first be overhauled. When this has been 
done the Atlantic, Pacific, European, and 
Asiatic stations will be resumed. Rear Ad- 
miral Dewey’s squadron will remain in the 
Philippines for the time being, and if in need 
of arg es the work will have to be 
done at Manila.

These assur- 
ances already had been given verbally, but 
the letter gives them in a more definite 
form, and in the course of a few days the 
complete written authorization from Madrid 
will be filed with the State department..

RUBENS ON CUBA’S FUTURE. 


Mouthpiece of the Junta Hints the 
Islanders Will Insist Upon 


New York, Aug. 13.—[Special.]—On recep- 
tion of the news of the cessation of the war 
and the liberation of Cuba, Horatio 8. 
Rubens, counsel to and mouthpiece for the 
Cuban Junta, had this to say today: 

The Cubans are overjoyed to see that the 
object for which they have fought for thir- 
teen and a half years, the independence of 
Cuba, has at last been obtained. They will 
codperate in every way with the American 
government until the accomplishment of the 
common object, the establishment of a 
peaceful and able Republican government 
in Cuba. 

“As to the question of the immediate sub- 
mission to the people of Cuba to the propo- 
sition of annexation to the United States, 
basing my views upon the language of the 
resolution of Congress which was passed 
on American intervention in Cuban affairs— 
namely: that the object was the establish- 
ment of a stable, independent government by 
the people of Cuba, and recalling the lan- 
guage of the President in his message to 
Congress, wherein he said that his object 
was to see that there was established in 
Cuba a government capable of fulfilling its 
international obligations, I do not think it 
is the intention of the United States to sub- 
mit the question of annexation to the Cuban 


people. 
Question of Dignity. | 

“As to the desire of the Cubans on the 
subject of annexation, they stand before 
the world accused by the Spaniards of being 
incapable of self-government, and they feel 
it a question of dignity and honor to dis- 
prove this assertion. 

They have full confidence in the justice 
of the American government and feel sure 
that they, the true friends of republican in- 
stitutions, will not be discriminated against 
in any way because of the calumnies of their 
enemies. 

“They will cooperate with the United 
States in every way toward the solution of 
questions which may hereafter arise, and 
with the same ardor with which they main- 
tained their principle of independence or 
deatb will now strive for the realization of 
their new motto, ‘ Peace and prosperity.’ ” 

General Thomas Estrada Palma, the 
Cuban delegate to this country, said: 

What the plan of the United States 18 I 
do uot know, but I do not believe there will 
be any attempt to force annexation. I, with 
most Cubans, believe that the American 
government will fulfill its promise to give 
independence to Cuba, establishing first a 
sort of military government of its own until 
the island forms its own government. 


May Ask for Annexation. 

After the Cubans shall have established 
a firm and independent government it may 
be that the Cubans themselves will some time 
rep a ask the United States for annex- 

n. 

There are now two objects for the Cubans 
in this country to work for, the sending of 
food and clothing to the reconcentrados and 
the liberation of political prisoners in the 
Spanish penal settlements. We shall urge 
this upon the government at Washington.”’ 

A document from the Cuban-American 
league, signed by W. O. McDowell, Presi- 
dent, and A. A. Aguirra, Secretary, hes been 
issued and reads as follows: 

“The protocol signed yesterday for the 
United States and Spain is, in the opinion 
of the Cuban-American league, full of the 
gravest dangers: 

First, to whom does Spain relinquish her 
sovereignty in Cuba? 

„Second, why take one of the Ladrone 
Islands and leave all the other Spanish 
islands in the Pacific to be now talked over 
or later fought over between the United 
States and Spain and possibly to set all the 
rest of the world by the ears? 

Third, why not have said at once what 
the American people mean—that all of the 
Philippines shall remain under the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States, and not be left 
to be haggled over by the commission and 
to give false hopes to Spain? 

Wo must remember that this isa war for 
humanity—the nineteenth and twentieth 
centuries against the fifteenth—originally en- 
tered upon for the starved and martyred Cu- 
bans and broadened so as to cover all the 
colonial possessions of Spain. Lincoln would 
have ended the war of 1861 if he could with- 
out obliterating the irrepressible cause, but 
this was not permitted. Neither will it be 
permitted that we shall return a single inch 
of territory gained for freedom to the con- 
trol of autocratic institutions. 

„ Again, what we have gone through in 
the last four months may not be the end, 
but the beginning. We cannot stand idly by 
and see the immense empire and population 
of China pass under the control of the fif- 
teenth century. Russia in China may stand 
for what Spain‘ stood for in the Philippines. 
Great Britain, Japan, and the United States 
stand for the ‘ open door,’ or in other words, 
for the twentieth century. 3 

“The question has reached an acute stage 
and at any moment may be at issue: We 
Americans will not recognize it if we possi- 


bly can help —— it is a fact 


necessity for pass-

eratic institutions—to continue to have 
peaceful conditions. The critical point at 
this moment is in the question: Shall China, 
with her immense resources and 400,000,000 
of people, reinforce autocratic inetitutions—

PALMA. ACCEPTS ARMISTICE. 


Head of Cuban Junta Cables President 
‘Maso to Stop All Hos- 
tilities. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—Sefior Palma, 
the head of the Cuban Junta, has sent the 
following cable by way of Santiago: 

“ Bartolome Maso, President Cuban Re- 
public, Santiago, Cuba: I have this 14th 
day of August, 1898, accepted, in the name 
of the Cuban provisional government, the 
armistice proclaimed by the United States. 
You should give immediate orders to the 
army throughout Cuba suspending all hos- 
tilities. Preliminary terms of peace, signed 
by representatives of Spain and the United 
States, provide that Spain will relinquish 
all claim over and title to Cuba. 1

Assistant Secretary of War Meiklejohn 
has had a conference with Tomas Estrada 
Palma, the representative of the Cubans in 
this country, at which the signing of the 
protocol and the President's prociamation 
of a cessation of hostilities were discussed. 
Sefior Palma stated to Assistant Secretary 
Meiklejohn that he accepted in the name 
of the Cuban provincial government the 
armistice proclaimed by the United States 
and had cabled as above to President Bar- 
toleme Maso of the Cuban republic at Santi- 
ago, Cuba. 

In further reply to inquiries as to matters 
discussed by Sefior Palma and himself, As- 
sistant Secretary Meiklejohn made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“ Pending giving notice of the armistice 
through their official channels, Sefior Palma 
desires our government to afford him means 
by fast sailing vessels and otherwise to 
communicate with Cuban forces in different 
portions of the island, notifying them of 
the peace pro gs and requesting sus- 
pension of hostilities. He greatly desires 
the active assistance of our government in 
bending food supplies to the Cuban forces 
in the field and their families as he is with- 
out a ship for this purpose. 

“They desire to codperate in every re- 
spect and assist in any and every way in 
promoting the peace plans of our govern- 
ment, and have undoubted confidence in the 
good intentions of the government of the 
United States and in the satisfactory out- 
come of the struggle for the independence 
of Cube, which is now assured. He is spe- 
cially anxious that the American govern- 
ment should immediately procure the re- 
lease of the political prisoners in Spanish 
prisons.“

Admiral Sampson thinks it would be un- 
wise to take the troops aboard the warships 
on account of the possible infection by dis- 
ease, and also because the ships have hardly 
any accommodations.

The monitors will stay at Guantanamo.

Huts and large dwellings were overturned 
with the same degree of ease, and the flood 
also carried with it every corn and other 
crop, as well as the fences and innumerable 
trees. Beach Creek, which is a stream of 
considerable consequence, was the channel 
for the water after it had struck the earth, 
and it cleaned up everything in sight as it 
passed through. 

Hawkins County is a mountainous section, 
and the valleys form an excellent channel for 
the flow of the volumes of water, and the 
crops which are located on the hillsides, es- 
pecially in the stricken vicinity, prove an 
easy prey to such a deluge. 

Every creek, and even the Holston River, 
in that section has been swollen considera- 
bly, and it is feared that damages may be re- 
ported all along these streams as having re- 
sulted from a general overflow of water.

ghip Seguranca. 


The flags were flying everywhere in token 
of our victory. Yet so ill were these poor 
Yellows—so weak in body, so dazed in brain— 
that they scarce cared whether the war were 
ended or not. 
There was no wounded man on board. All 
“were victimes of that greater horror of war 
than bullet, shell, or shrapnel—they were 
yictims of disease, typhoid, dysentery, and 
the lesser fevers that follow exposure and 
wet and ill-nourishment in the tropics. 
Instead of sending these ill men directly 
northward, they were sent over to the quar- 
antine station at Tampa, Fla., and there 
for several days, fighting the terrible 
ack mosquitoes. One saw on their earth- 
stained uniforms, bearing all the rude marks 
of their campaigning, the insignia of the 
Thirty-third. and Thirty-fourth Michigan, 
the Ninth and Sixth Massachusetts, the 
Béeventy-first New York, the First Illinois, 
the Ninth and Third and Nineteenth and 
Twenty-fourth Infantry of the regular army. 
Health Officer Doty opened his campaign 
with the troopship, not wishing to cause the 
sufferers one added pang. Assisted by Dr. 
Banborn, a veteran of many years, he passed 
the men before him, such, at least, as were 
mbie to leave their cots, and carefully looked 
them over. This is the best looking crowd 
that I have seen yet.“ he said, encouragingly. 


There is no case of contagious fever on 
‘ board, and there is no reason why ship and 
men should be promptly cleaned up.“ 


There was a cheer from the men on learn- 
ing that they were not to be subjected toa 
second detention at quarantine. At 11:45 
a. m. the steamboat George Starr and ihe 
tug Harry carried eighty of the men who 


} were to go home on furlough to Governor’s 
Island. 


| Faint, Hungry, and Depressed. 


Those men who were able went over to 
the administration building to get their 


furlough papers. They were faint and 
“hungry and depressed. But soon came 
. bright-eyed maidens from the officers’ houses 
_ bearing trays with fresh-cut bread and but- 


ter and boxes of toothsome crackers and fat, 


- luscious pies. 


My dear,“ said a gaunt man from Michi- 
gan, vou have saved my life. This is the 
first bite of food I have had since 6 o’clock 
this morning, and I am weak. :

RESULT OF LAND DISPUTE 


The dispute between the Sanitary Dis- 
trict Trustees and the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal commissioners over the Ruby street 
land at Joliet culminated in that city yes- 
terday afternoon in the arrest of P, C. 
Haley, ex-Mayor of Joliet and one of the 
attorneys of the Drainage board; John W. 
Nadelhoffer, superintendent of drainage 
work; Sergeant Falkner of the Sanitary 

ice, Robert Shannon, James Fitzgerald, 

iHiam McGee, Otto Alexander, and Rob- 
ert McCartney, employés of the Drainage 
board, on charges of trespass, preferred by 
President C. E. Snively of the Canal com- 
mission. Shortly afterward Superintend- 
ent Leon McDonald of the Illinois and Michi- 
gan Canal and George Dodge, one of his 
men, were arrested on counter ch of 
malicious mischief, preferred by F. W. C. 
Hayes, attorney for the Sanitary district. 
All the men arrested were later released 
on bonds, except Shannon, who insisted on 
going to jail under the advice of Attorneys 
Haley and Hayes. He will bring suit to- 
morrow against the Canal Commissioners 
for $100,000 damages. The arrests caused 
great excitement in Joliet. 


Fence Causes the Trouble, 


The tres charge was based on the 
erection of a fence around the disputed 

roperty by the Sanitary District employés. 

his fence was bullt on Thursday, and yes- 
terday President C. E. Snively of the canal 
procured the warrant. Shortly afterward 
a force of his men started to tear down the 
fence and were promptly made prisoners by 
the sanitary police. 

Joliet constables were busy last evening 
serving warrants on both Sanitary District 
and Canal Commissioners, and half the offi- 
clals of both bodies are likely to be in court 
tomorrow morning. 

The trouble originated in the attempt of 
the canal commissioners to secure a change 
in the contract of March 11, o that John 
H. Norton could secure, at no cost to him- 
self, a much greater water-power at Joliet 
than the Economie Water-Power company 


he owns now enjoys. The contrast called 


for the conveyance to the Drainage Trustees 
of some lots which were needed for the 
Joliet end of the @rainage canal, but lately 
the canal commissioners have refused to 
make out the proper deeds. So last Bues- 
day the Drainege Trustees tendered the

EMPEROR WANTS MORE SHIPS 


Berlin, Aug. 138.—[Copyright, 1898, 
Press correspondent here has had an inter- 
esting interview on the subject of the Span- 
ish-American war with a gentleman who, in 
the absence of Baron von Billow, who 1 
away on his summer holidays, is acting 
chief of the Foreign office, and who may be 
regarded as voicing in this conversation 
the general official view of the subject dis- 
cussed. He began by saying: 

„ Baron von Bülow, on leaving, cautioned 
me that no expression of opinion contrary 
to Germany's policy of strict neutrality was 
to be promulgated. That we mean to ob- 
serve the neutrality of this description I 
think the world now knows. m the 
start the Foreign office has made it an in- 
variable rule to say nothing that could be 
interpreted as offensive to either side, and 
we have in no way tried to influence the 
German press in favor of the U States 
except upon a single occasion. At first 
there was so much hostility on the 2 of 
the German press towards the nited 
States that we took éarly opportunity to 
arrange for the appearance of articles of a 
different tone. 

Almost the only affinity existing between 
Germany and Spain is found in the monarch- 
ical institution, while the bonds uniting Ger- 
many and the United States are numerous. 
It is truc that at the commencement of the 
war Gerfmans were much influenced by the 
fact that a powerful nation was attacking a 
weak one. This was a strong strain upon 
German idealism and the sense of justice 
which characterizes the German people, and 
the mere fact that you were the aggressors 


in this case somewhat prejudiced the Ger- 


man mind against you, quite irrespective of 
the merits of the controversy. Besides, it 
must not be forgotten that Germans, in the 
matter of political education, are still some- 


what unripe. It is not long since. they be- 


came a homogeneous political entity. It is 
partly due to this fact that Germans are 
given to reaching hasty conclusions on ques- 
tions, of politics. Hence sprang a great 
amount of public comment in favor of Spain 
in the earlier stages of the war. Such talk, 
however, ought not to be quoted against the 
German government, in regard to which 
there has been, I think, no just cause of com- 
plaint by Americans.“ 
Change in German Sentiment. 

As a matter of fact, during the last fort- 
night the tone’ of the German prese has 
been much more favorable to the United 
States, and hardly anything directly hostile 
has appeared in any of the more t 
papers, while the number of journals openly 
friendly has considerably increased. The 
papers now point out that the authorities 
at Madrid and Manila aad the Spanish 
press were largely responsible for the ex- 
citement rising out of the Irene incident, 
as they misconstrued this and preceding 
incidents in a manner that necessarily 
aroused suspicion in the United

America a Great Naval Power. 

The newspapers here today discuss elabor- 
ately the new situation and the changed 
— growing out ot the war. The con- 
clusion reached is that the United States 
must hereafter be reckoned a great naval! 
power and that Germany will be obliged 
once more to increase her navy in order 
to hold her own with the other powers. 
The Deutsche Zeitung, discussing the an- 
nexation of Hawall and the plans of the 
United States as regards Pago Pago, says: 

This means a change in the balance of 
power in the South , regarding which 
Germany cannot afford to be silent.” 

The paper concludes a somewhat aggres- 
sive article by saying: , 

“We have confidence that the leaders of 
our foreign policy will do all that is required 
to prevent the disturbance of German inter- 
este and influence in Samoa.“ 

The Vossische Zeitung says that the war 
has ended as the majority of competent 
judges expected from the beginning that it 
would end. Spain, the Vossische Zeitung 
says, undertook the struggle without a 
chance of success. The Americans, the ar- 
ticle adds, owe their success, besides their 
military superiority, to am harmonious join- 
ing of all important factors. 

Admiral von Knorr, commander-in-chief 
of the imperial! navy, informs the correspond 
‘ent of the Associated Press that during the 
approaching autumn and winter the German 
navy will be more strongly represented in 

merican waters than at any time since 

1, when Germany took a leading part in 
the settlement of the Chilean trouble. Five 
warships—the Geler, Hela, Moltke, Sophie, 
and Nixo—with a total tonnage of 10,500, 
and carrying 57 guns and 1,534 men, will be 
kept there. 

A member of Emperor William’s suite on 
his Norwegian trip tells an interesting inci- 
dent in connection with the receipt of the 
news of Prince Bismarck’s death. The 
Emperor caused all flags to be half-masted 
except the imperial standard. A French gun- 
boat lying in the harbor of Bergen forthwith 
followed suit in accordance with the interna- 
tional naval custom, and the reason for 
ha:f-masting was promptly communicated 
to the Frenchmam by a boat from the im- 
perlal yacht Hohengollern. Shortly after- 
wards the French Captain boarded the 
Hohenzollern and expressed his condolence 
to the Emperor. 


Neat Famine in Germany. 


The meat famine that prevails throughout 
Germany is causing much dissatisfaction 
among the poor, who are unable to pay the 
increased prices. Villagers on the Silesian 
frontier daily cross the line and visit the 
nearest Russian towns to procure cheap 
meat. The Berlin butchers this week pro- 
mulgated resolutions expressing indignation 
with the government's policy of preventing 
meat imports, which has caused a great 
scarcity of meat in the home market. 

The election of Herr Wangenhein to suc- 
ceed Herr Ploetz in the Presidency of the 
Agrarian league is a subject of much com- 
ment. Herr Wangenhein favors the most 
radical measures, including the abolition of 
bakers, making the baking of bread a gov- 
ernment monopoly. Under his leadership 
the league will vigorously antagonize the 
Conservative and other government parties 
unless they agree to the extreme legislation 
that the Agrarians demand.

Revival of an Old Project. 


The scheme for supplanting the Dearborn 
Station with a large and magnificent struc- 
ture on the site owned by the Santa Fe road 
at State and Polk or Taylor streets is not a 
new one. About five years ago the late Gen- 
éral Torrance secured from the Santa Fé 
company an option on that property and 
proceeded to form a company to construct a 
new passenger station and large modern 
warehouses for those roads, to extend from 
Polk street to Fourteenth. His plans con. 
templated the.construction of a depot with 
elevated tracks, and the elevatidn of the 
tracks clear to the city limits. 

Work had already commenced on the ele- 
vation of the tracks of the Santa Fé near the 
city limits, when the financial depression set 
8 ag scheme had to be abandoned for 
t e ng. 

The necessity for the construction of a new 
station continued to increase, however, from 
year to year, but not until more prosperous 
times began for the railroads, a year ago, 
was the scheme revived. Since them the 
matter has been given considerable atten- 
tion by the roads interested, and the con- 
clusion was reached several months ago that 
the construction of a grand union depot 
could not be much longer deferred. Consid- 
erable property along State street and Pa- 
cifie avenue has lately changed hands, and it 
has been an open secret that the railroad 
companies were acquiring it for depot pur- 


poses. | 
Want Other Roads to Join. 


The plans for the proposed new structure 
would have been prepared before now had 
it not been for the desire of the interested 
roads to induce the Lake Shore, Rock Island., 
and Nickel Plate roads to join them in its 
construction, as the Van Buren street sta- 
tion, used by the latter roads, does not offer 
such facilities as those roads ought to have. 
It is hardly probable, however, that these 
roads will congent to abandon Van Buren 
street station. They think the location of 
their depot is the most convenient in the 
city, and that its value is enhanced by the 
loop line connection.

Shipmen ts of east-bound freight by the 
railroad lines from Chicago last week 
amounted to 51,288 tons, against 45,778 tons 
for the week previous and 56,000 tons for 
the corresponding week last year.

113.900 for the previous week. The increase 
was due to the rate cutting by both the rail- 
road and the lake lines.

Matters 
had become so bad that on Friday last a 
meeting of traffic officials was held in this 
city, and it was resolved to restore rates

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POWER OF A 
MAGIC WORD. 
“ Confidence” More Potent 


than All the Depressing 
Rumors of Bears. 


STOCKS:TO BE STRONGER: 


Conservative Wall Street Inter- 
ests Look for an Im- 
proved Market. 


CONDITIONS ALL FAVORABLE 


[BT H. ALLAWAT.] 

New York, Aug. 13.—[Special.]—In the one 
word “confidence” is embodied the story 
of last week's stock market. It was con- 
fidence that made the market; confidence 
that led to the persistent buying by in- 
vestors; confidence that made Wall street 
ignore the stories of yellow fever, of tight 
money, of a foreign war; confidence that 
brought about more than enough buying to 
offset the professional raids and to absorb 


the profit taking sales; confidence that put 


stocks up an average of two points each 
for the week. In all parts of the market 
there were evidences of this confidence; daily 
and hourly it was apparent. 

Wall street has determined in its own mind 
that present conditions amply warrant 
higher prices. It is convinced that stimu- 
lating influences abound. And present good 
times are looked upon as only a prelude to 
what is to develop throughout the length 
and breadth of the country. 

This is the expressed feeling of the real 
Wall street—the Wall street that is made 
up of the actual buyers and sellers of se- 
curities, who, having no thought of the ef- 
fect of their stock operations upon current 
quotations, buy and sell stocks in accérd- 
ance with their observations and judgment. 
That other Wall street, which consists of 
professional stock exchange traders and 
manipulators, has announced itself as tak- 
ing just the opposite view, and, opposing 
the stand taken by the stronger majority, 
these scalpers are continually hacking away 
at quotations and inventing new scare crows 
with which they hope to frighten the con- 
ddent ones. 


Effect of the Short Interest. 

Because of this Jatter contingent the short 
interest in the market extends despite the 
upward tendency and despite that every- 
where one may,find reasons for business con- 
fidence. The all street short interest is 
large enough to be helpful to the bull posi- 
tion. Many stocks are oversold, and bor- 
rowers are obliged to pay sharp premiums. 
Sugar trust is an instance of this. In that 
stock there is a comparatively larger short 
interest than in any other on the list. 

The position of sugar trust is an interesting 
one. For many weeks now bearish bulletins 
on the stock have been circulated daily 
through Wall etreet—tales of how important 
insiders have liquidated their holdings, con- 
fident that they will buy them back below 
par; stories of destructive competition short- 
ly to be begun, and other bearish representa- 
tions, all of which have been made much of 
by the professional talent of the Stock Ex- 
change. 
But sugar trust quotations have not. yield- 


ed: they have in fact heen stubbornly strong. 
And this latter fact will not appear 80 


strange when it is brought to light that 
sugar trust directors have been and are 
still enjoying amicable conferences with 
those Arbuckle-Doscher interests whom 
they are said to be fighting tooth and nail. 

Wall street traders are gambling on an ex- 
tended and disastrous sugar and coffee trade 
But such a war is not likely to last 
long, if it is ever begun at all. 

One of the most inspiriting developments

last week was the C. and O. annual

charges C. and O. last year earned 
2 cent on its stock. Of this amount 1 per 
cent was expended for hetterment and 
equipments, and these expenditures were 
charged into operating expenses. The other 
1 per cent—$600,000—was carried over into 
the new year as surplus. A magnificent 
showing this—indicative of new and progres- 
sive American railroad management. 
During the latter part of last week Man- 
hattan elevated stock came into special 
prominence. Only a few days ago it sold 
above 108. Yesterday it closed around 103. 
Extrordinary influences were responsible for 
this decline in the face of a generally buoy- 
ant market. In the quarter ended June 30 
Manhattan lost in gross revenue $146,000 
and in net earnings $132,000—a much differ-. 
ent showing from what had been expected. 
And from people close to the head and front 
of Manhattan management qome intima- 
tions that the present quarter will be pro- 
ductive of even worse figures. 
If these hints are true the Manhattan out- 
look is not any too bright, for within a short 


time now electrically equipped surface lines 


will be cutting into Manhattan's business 
still more. Much ado was made over the 
savings to be effected in the recent tax de- 


cision in favor of the Manhattan company. 


But losses like these take away all the good 
of tax economy. 
And, besides, insiders have been selling 
the stock. Certificates in the names of 
members of the Gould family have been 
recently delivered in the street. With de- 
creasing earnings such as these Wall street 
will soon be considering the possibility of a 
decrease in Manhattan’s dividend rate. 
Conditions Are Favorable. 

But only in isolated instances like this is 
there any ground for worry in the stock mar- 
ket. . Conditions are aggressively favorable. 
The crops will be big; crop prices will be big. 
Gains in business are recorded from all 
parts of the country and pessimistic talk in 
business circles is practically unknown. Men 
of large interest—men of experience—are 
especially confident. Furthermore, they are 


taking an active part in the security mar- 


kets—attesting their faith and guaranteeing 
the market itself. 

There is in the present market but little 
manipulation. Quotations advance natural- 
ly. The big interests are buyers; the fore- 
most men of the American financial world 
are today the stock market leaders, taking 
their position openly and confidently pro- 
claiming themselves as believers in Ameri- 
can securities. 

Throughout the financial world the con- 
sequence of 3 per cent money is everywhere 
recognized in its importance. That is the 
basis for much of the confidence in high 
quarters. And, apropos of this, Wall street 
was last week treated to a most amusing 
manipulation of the call money rate. For at 
least two minutes on Thursday afternoon call 
money loaned at 4 per cent—and because 
call money was at 4 per cent every bear on 
the street hugged himself with delight. 

This was truly amusing—4 per cent money 
a bear argument, with 4 per cent stocks sell- 
ing around 75. 

Whether or not Europe is buying’ stocks 
in large quantities here or abroad is a 
mooted question, authorities disagreeing 
upon it. But no matter what may be the 
facts on this score, it is the universal opin- 
ioh that Europe is certain soon to again be- 
come a heavy investor in American stocks. 
What is being accomplished by the newly 
reorganized roads in which Europe is in- 
terested—by the Union Pacific and Northern 


- Pacific—cannot fail to be influential, and 


especially as Europe's own safe investments 
are too high in comparison with those of. 
America to be attractive to her capital.

FUTURE OF. GREAT ._ TELESCOPES. 

Professor T. J. J. See, the astronomical 
expert, draws some 32 conclusions 
in the eurrent Forum concerning the future 
size and location of great telescopes. Ac- 
cording to Professor See the refracting 
telescope has reached its limit of size and 
efficiency almost as emphatically as the 
reflector, which it superseded about the mid- 
dle of the present century. Both the big 
mirror and the big lens have run upon 
the same obstacle—the difficulty of getting 
a clear image. The writer shows, through 
some extremely interesting details, why a 
further increase in the size of telescope 
lenses is likely to add little if anything to 
the efficiency of the instrument, but is 
quite likely, under ordinary conditions, to 
render the vision more obscure. 

The trouble is that the atmosphere handi- 
caps a large telescope more than it does 
a small one, and the more light collected 
by the glass the greater becomes the blur- 
ring of the image. This biurring, caused 
by the waves in the air, is the worst obstacle 
that the astronomer has to fight, and

thut nothing more can be done against it 
except by seeking those regions of the earth 
where the air is both still and pure. The 
wonderful suecess of the Harvard Observ- 
atory telescope on the dry and lofty plateau 
of Peru is a sufficient indication of this 
fact. The instrument in use there is a 


} comparatively small affair, with only a 


18-inch glass, but Professors Pickering and 
Douglass have made some extremely im- 
portant discoveries with it, due chiefly to 
the remarkable clearness of the definition 
obtainable. Mr. Douglass had not been 
there long before he noticed, however, that 
about 2 o’clock every morning the image 
in the lens suddenly became obscured, as if 
he were looking at it through a piece of 
the curly translucent glass commonly used 
in office doors. The change put au imme- 
diate stop to his work every time. Then 
he discovered that the cause Was à flood of 
cold air coming down a gorge from. the 
higher Andes. The different strata of air 
flowed like so much water, and were cov- 
ered with little waves. 

It was the refraction of these count- 
less little waves that broke up the image 
in his lens. It is these same little at- 


of the stars to the naked eye. The result 
is fatal to perfect work with a telescope, 
and the larger the lens the more waves it 
admits and the worse the difficulty be- 
comes. This drawback is found in the 
clearest and purest air if it be in con- 

stant motion, as it always is in Europe 
aud in almost all of North America ex- 
cept, possibly, the dry plains of Arizona 
and New Mexico. For this reason Profes 
sor See claims that any great advance 
in star discovery must henceforth be ex- 
pected not from increasing the size of the 
telescope but by setting up bome first-class 
instrument in Arizona, or, better still, in 
Peru or northern Chile. 

Chicago readers will be “specially later 
ested in. knowing what bearing these facts 
may have upon the great Yerkes 40-inch 
refractor now approaching completion. This 
magnificent Clatk glass will be the largest 
in the world, the two that rank next to 
it being the 24-inch Lowell and the 36-inch 
Lick telescopes. Professor See says the 
Yerkes ‘télescope may in time give results’ 
of great interest, but he thinks its location 
in the cloudy belt of Wiseonsin must at, 
least handicap its efficiency for the advance- 
ment of astronomical discovery. He is con- 
vinced that if the same instrument were. 
located in Arizona or Peru it would render 
a much greater service to the science ot 
the stars. He sums up the subject thus: 


Our recent studies prove conclusively that it 
ls only by improving the locations of great ob- 
servatories that a gain can be made in tele- 
scopic power; the more quiescent the atmosphere 
the better being the performance of our great 
telescopes. Hence it follows that with a suf- 
ficiently good atmosphere a large but not ab- 
normal sized telescope can accomplish! more work 
and reveal more difficult objects than the largest: 
instrument in the world if badly placed. | 

This will cause the working of the Yerkes 
telescope at Lake Geneva to be watched 
with increased interest. Professor Sec’s |

CHANGES UNITED STATES MAP. 


Secretary of the Interior Will Issue 
New Charts Showing Proper Disposi- 
tion of the Louisiana Cession. 


C., Aug. 10.—Certain 
official maps of the government are, by the 
authority of the government, declared to be 
incorrect, and as‘now printed perpetuate a 
mistake which tis being taught tn many of 
the schools of this country. .The map in 
question is declared faulty in that it shows 
the Louisiana’ CesSsion to extend beyond the 
Rocky Mountains and to include what are 
now, known as Washington, Oregon, and 
parts of Montana, idaho, end Wyoming. 
The commissioner of the General Land 
office, Binger Herrmann, after an exhaus- 
tiye examination of authorities, has recom- 
minded that the new maps make the Louis- 
lana: cession end at the Rocky Mountains, 
and his suggestion has been adopted by the 
Secretafy of the Interior, Mr. Bliss. 

The commissioner has published an official 
report bpon the subject, containing maps 
and iliustrations. The country beyond the 
Rockies will on the new maps be shown to 
have been acquire@ by discovery in 
1792, by ‘exploration, in 1805, by the 
Astoria settlement “in 1811, and by 
the Florida treaty in 1810. . Authorities 
are cited to uphold this view, and the er- 
roneous stetements are given upon which 
popular mieconception is based. The facts 
of history as given by Jefferson, Marbois, 
Greenhow, and others are quoted in opposi- 
tion to the present idea. A review of an- 
nexatiors by the United States is included 
in the report, and the benefits arising from 
such acquisitions are pointed out. 

The report says: —

fore‘gn acquisitions amounts to $52,200,000, 
a sum less tham the valte df one year’s out- 
put of minerals, of Minnesota's 
enrvual wheat yield. or of the cattle and hay 
product of California for one year.’

The paintings of the 
proscenium a are done in tapestry imi- 
tation of the manufacture Royale de Bau- 
vais, the subjects after Antoine Wateau. 

The seating capacity, 1,250, which was 
reduced by the larger opera chairs, has 
been increased to the old number by the 
removal of the third tier boxes, as well as 
by sinking the orchestra. The removal of 
the upper boxes allows the gallery and bal- 
cony to be extended. slightly. 

All the wall panels on the first floor are 
in Indian red, like the ceiling, the Sader 
effect of the red being softened by silk 
damask effects in the panels. Enough floral 
work has been introduced in the ceiling 
cove and on the soffit of the first baicony 
to break the monotony of the red. 

The Louis IV. style is carried into the dec- 
orations of the foyer. The coloring of the 
foyer is old rose, the ceiling having a sky 
effect and the walls carrying out. the silk 
damask effect. of the auditorium panels in 
the new color. The entrance is in the Em- 
pire style, in light shades of ivory and shades 
of osage green.

In the old Hooley’s there never was a 
superabundance of emergency exits, and 
Manager Harry J. Powers has gone to the 
Other extreme, if it were possible, in the re- 
modeled theater. There is arr areaway on 
three sides of the building, and into these 
open five exits from the gallery and four from 
the baleony, and a spiral iron stairway 
descends in the auditorium, besides the reg- 
ular entrance and exit to balcony and gal- 
lery. The balcony stairs have been removed 
to the foyér, which will do away with the 
frequent overcrowding at the old Hooley’s. 
Every electric light wire in the building runs 
through an iron conduit, which Manager 
Powers boasts can be said of no other house 
in the city. 

Extra. precautions have been taken against 
fire in the dressing-rooms, thirteen of which 
are in the basement, and the remaining eight 
on the stage. The basement floors are all ce- 
ment and the dressing-room partitions terra 
cotta, and there is no wood about them but 
the doors. 

The old Hooley’s was built after the fire 
and opened Oct. 17, 1872, by the Abbott- 
Kiralfy company. It was under the control 
of Mr. Richard M. Hooley from the opening 
until his death, in 1898, with the exception of 
one year. Before the fire Hooley’s Theater 
stood on the site of the present Grand Opera- 
House, It has always been a paying institu- 
tion. 

The change in name was through no choice 
of Mr. Powers, who has managed the theater 
almost since its opening, and who wished to 
keep the old name. The bonus required by 
the Hooley estate, from which It is leased by 
the new management, was too great, how- 
ever, for him to feel justified in meeting the 
conditions. Mr. Powers was urged to use 
his own name by managers who have come 
in contact with him for years and who knew 
his value to the old Hooley’s.

Mrs. Jack Wilmerding and How She 
Reached the Low Level in Which 
She Now Suffers.

Only 26, handsome, great-granddaughter 
of Commodore Vanderbilt, unhappily mar- 
ried, a drunkard, a spendthrift, inmate of a 
lunatic asylum, and trying to get out with 
the law's aid—that is the life story of Mrs. 
Jack Wilmerding. 
| And a strange, terrible, and painfully in- 
teresting story it is in its details as in its 
frightful sum. 

She avers that while crazed by her misery 
and her habits she signed away for a few 
hundred dollars property worth many thou- 
sands, and fled to Europe to join her father, 
a man dying of dropsy. Here is her pic- 
ture of the life the two led: 

While in Capri I sat up night after night 
for a month drinking and smoking with my 
father. He gave me absinthe and French 
brandy. I had no sleep; I did not eat; I 
had to nurse him, and frequently had to go 
out at night with a lantern to bring the 
doctors. These doctors were named Cerio, 
father and son. It was the elder who after- 
ward brought me back to America.“ 

Her preparation for this debauchery in 
such a revolting association was extensive: 

Three years ago I began to drink to ex- 
cess. My husband had started me in the 
habit, and my troubles, monetary as well 
as domestic, drove me to continue it. I 
drank terribly, terribly! and I smoked terri- 
bly, too! Sometimes I drank a quart of 
whisky a day. I took cocktails and absinthe 
and liquers, too, all mixed up. I smoked 

nstantly—forty cigarets a day—and I ate 

thing. I simply lived on stimulants and 
excitement.”’ 

No wonder that when the woman was 
brought back to America in a doctor’s charge 
she was driven straight from the wharf to 
the asylum.

REMAIN POWERFUL IN WAR. 


therefore, if they are to be safe, be organized 
for war, and the object, in the interest of 
their permanent happiness, is to reduce the 
burden, and the misery, and the waste in- 
volved in that great fact to the lowest prac- 
ticable point. Nothing would reduce it so 
much as certainty that exceedingly short 
training, training which our grandfathers 
would have considered worthiess, is suff 
cient to furnish an army with good rank 
and file, so that,.in fact, the barracks may 
not be required for the military preparation 
of the masses of a people. Even a German 
army would think the conquest of Switzer- 
land a serious undertaking, and there are in 
Switzerland no private soldiers by profes- 
sion, except artillery. Even in the best dis- 
ciplined regular armies the duration of 
actual service with the colors has in our own 
time been extraordinarily reduced, and we 
see little evidence in the Franco-German 
— that comparatively raw recruits are so 
much worse soldiers than the older men in 
the regiments. The Americans are now test- 
ing the theory for us again, and if they find, 
as it would seem they may find, that with 
good officers and an able staff three months’ 
instruction turns out men competent to 
fight great battles against regulars, the prob- 
lem will approach much nearer solution. 
Every nation could defend itself if three 
months’ drill would make soldiers, for every 
nation if it pleases can afford artillery, sup- « 
ply departments, and a sufficient body of 
educated officers. It would be possible, in 
fact, to maintain great armies for defense 
without developing militarism, which would 
lift one of its greatest burdens from the 
whole of the white race, who, in fact, would

Sugar Plantation. 


IN SPRECKELS’ ESTATE. 


Land Belongs to Youngest Sons of 
the Sugar King. 


SOME SURPRISING FIGURES. 


N the Island of Maui, one of the most 
‘impportant of the Hawaiian group, is 
said to be the largest individhal sugar 
plantation in the world. It consists 
of 40,000 acres of flat mong robe be- 
ween two groups of mountains which are 
— at the two extremes of the coast 
in a direction due east and west. This im- 
mense area is owned by an American com- 
pany. Not only is the sugar cane grown, 
but the whole process of reducing the juice 
to raw sugar is carried on in theisland. The 
island has about 10,000 inhabitants, and a 
large share of these find their existence 
through employment in the cane fields or in 
the numerous mills of the company. 

It is interesting to note, in passing, the 
magnitude of the sugar-growing industry 
of the world and the important part played 
by the Hawaiian Islands. The total pro- 
duction of sugar from all sources, accord- 
ing to the latest records, was 7,957,500 tons, 
of which amount the United States con- 
sumed 2,087,737 tons. At the present price 
of about $80 a ton this represented a value 
of $163,018,960 paid for sweets in this coun- 
try. Of the total amount consumed in the 
United States 1,801,234 tqns were grown in 
foreign countries and imported. In point 
of production only the United States, Cuba, 
and Jav@are ahead of the Hawaiian Islands, 
which, according to, the last report, were 
credited with 210,000 tons, a figure placing 
them on an equal footing with the Philippine 
Islands, Outside of a small quantity—say 
2,000 tons—used for domestic purposes, al- 
most the entire quantity of Hawalian suger 
has been shipped to the United States. For 
a number of years the crop was controlled 
by Claus Spreckels, the Sugar King.“ All 
sorts of stories were told concerning the 
hold he had on the islands. Some had it 
that he owned them out and out. Many be- 
lieved that, at any rate, he all 
the sugar plantations of the islands. 


Found a Business Chance. 


As a matter of fact, Claus Spreckels took 
advantage of an opportunity the same as 
any business-man would have done. He was 
in the sugar business and had kept posted 
on the condition of affairs in the Hawallan 
Islands. He recognized them as having 
reached a point where they would play an 
important part in supplying the market with 
raw sugar. So he took the first vessel and 
went to Honolulu. He remained there for 
some little time, negotiating with the sugar 
planters, and when at last he returned to 
San Francisco he had in his inside pocket a 
contract for the crop of all the Islands at a 
fixed price for a period of nearly five years. 
Shortly after this had occurred the reci- 
procity treaty was ratified and this gave him 
a great advantage so far as his sugar deal 
was concerned. This contract expired only 
last December. It was not renewed. The 
planters decided they could do better by 
pooling their interests and going into the 
open market, so they cut loose from Mr. 
Spreckels, and their businegs is now. done 
through their own brokers in New York and 
San Francisco.

Which description portrayed the fate of 
a miniature black-hulled, full rigged brig 
of about seventeen inches in length which 
took place on the Fourth of July because 
the owner, brother to the eloquent pleader, 
was merging into manhood and shared in 
his sister's views.

absolutely necessary for the success of rood: 


crops. The springs and streams of the 
mountains adjacent to the low lands were 
dammed and the water impounded in suf- 
ficient quantities to meet the requirements 
ofthe crop. Irrigating begins as soon asthe 
sugarcane is set out, and for the first month 
the ground is watered every four or five 


days. After that irrigating is done three or 


four times a month until the cane begins to 
tasse 


1. 

But to begin as the right point, planting 
begins about May 1 and lasts until July. 
The ground is plowed with big steam plows, 
four sets of which are used on the Maui 
Island plantation. When the ground has 
been turned over by these, steam cultivators 
are brought in to break up the earth to the 
point required. Planting consists of plac- 
ing short sticks of the sugarcane in rows 
or furrows set five feet apart. The cane 
reaches maturity in fifteen months. The 
foliage between the rows becomes quite 
dense as the cane advances, and in order to 
allow the air to circulate the lower, leaves 
are stripped twice. When the cane begins 
to tassel, at which time, as has already been 
mentioned, irrigation censes, it turns to a 
bright yellow color. This means that the 
harvesting time has arrived, and a scene of 
activity then begins, which lasts until the 
sugar is turned out from the mills tied up in 
bags. The first step in gathering the crop 
on the Island of Maui is the laying of port- 
able tracks over which the engine and cars 
run which carry the cane from the flelds to 
the @ills. The central mill has a capacity of 
several hundred tons of sugar a day. It 
takes seven tons of cane to make one ton of 
raw sugar. This means the yellow grade 
which is found in the grocery stores of the 
country villages. 

Upon its delivery in carriers at the mil} the 
cane is conveyed to a large crushing plant. 
This crushes the cane, anda juice is obtained 
holding about 10 per cent density of sugar. 
One of the interesting features here comes 
to light. No coal is used in the milie.\ The 
refuse taken from the crushers is dried and 
burned for making steam. It is said that 
this is not done in the United States on ac- 
count of the semi-tropical condition of the 
climate. In Louisiana the cane is too green 
when cut, and the expense of coal, there- 
fore, is necessary and becomes a consider- 
able item in the cost of production. 

The juice abstracted by the rollers is con- 
veyed to a series of tanks, where lime is 
applied for the purpose of precipitating all 
impurities. It is then passed over a number 
ot heating tanks to what are called triple 
effects,’’ where, in vacuum, the juices are 
bolled down to a heavier density. Having 
now reached the stage of sirup, it is drawn 
into a vacuum pan, whére under a process 
ofa * nature it is bolled down to a 
grain. e mass {fs then discharged isto a 
large compartment known as a mer.“ 
where it is kept in motion by a stirrer re- 
sémbling a propeller wheel. From here it 
is transferred into the centrifugais, which 
have a revolution of 1.800 a minute. In the 
mills of the Hawaiian company there are 
twénty-four of these centrifugals. In this 
last process the sugar is separated from the 
sirup remaining over, which. is drawn off to

Follow a Similar Idea. 


The main features of this sentimental idea 
are followed out in ridding the Chicago 
River of its useless hulks, for the easiest 
way, says Harbormaster Roberts, is to tow 
them far out into the lake, scuttle them, 
and let them sink. The masts on the old 
hulks are generally sold long before they 
reach this stage in their career, and as the 


storms that rage above, the dismantled ves- 
sels are without danger to navigation. A 
tiny flag eet to a mast stump by a 
reverent deckhand and a hearty cheer as 
the last ripple of water rushes over the dis- 


monies at this truly marine burial, and as 
the dark outlines of the slowly sinking boat 
become merged in the deep blue of the great 
depths the hooting pugnacious tug, with a 
last shrieking requiem on its whistle, puts 
about and heads for the distant shores. 

The Annie Thorine, built in 1855, one of 
those which Captain Roberts selected on 
his trip up the river, came to an ‘untimely 
and inglorious end at the Halsted street 
bridge during a heavy snow-storm of last 
winter. Its last trip in with a load of lum- 
ber had strained it slightly and it was tied 
up to await the summer’s return for re- 

irs. But a passing propeller swung into 
t one day and stove a hole in its sides just 
above the water line. A heavy drift of snow 
collected upon its deck over the yawning 
hole and the Annie Thorine careened over, 
its long shapely masts reaching across the 
river. As they were an obstruction to navi- 
gation Captain Roberts ordered them cut 
away, which wae done, leaving the old boat 
a dismantled, abandoned wreck lying in the 
mud of the river. A month ago it was 
brought to its present moorings at the In- 
‘diana street bridge, which it will not leave 
again until it takes its last trip out into the 
lake to find a burial place. 


A. J. Mowry a Veteran. 


A block north of the Annie Thorine lies the 
old A. J. Mowry, known to all the veteran 
sailors and masters of the lakes. The Mowry 
was bullt in 1868 at Milan, O., and at one 
time was fitted out as a steam barge. Its 
bottom at the present time, however, would 
not stand the weight of a steam engine, as 
its posts and ribs are so soft with rot that 
the fingers can dig holes clear through the 
biggest of them. A moderate sized sea on 
the lake would shake it up so, says an old 
friend of the boat, that it would beg to 
disintegrate, and would go to pieces much as 
did the deacon’s one hoss shay. Even lying 
quietly at the dock, with the hawser running 
across the deck and around the mast stump, 
for a plank cannot be found in the old 
Mowry which would hold a staple tightly, 
it finds it difficult to keep afloat. It was 
used last winter to store Christmas trees in, 
and its hold at the present time contains 
many of the trees and bales of green wreaths 
that were not sold. It is probable that the 
old Mowry will suffer the fate in store for all 
the old-timers, and that it will be towed out 
into the lake to be sunk, although it is being 
used to experiment upon by a man with a 
newly patented leak stopping device. 

Children living in the vicinity of Diversey 
boulevard and the river imagine a halo of 
romance to hang over the wreck of the 
Charlotte Raab. It is mastiess--its two 
spars can be found in the thick grass of the 
river bank grown over two inches deep with 
mess. Its bulwarks have rotted away, its 
bowsprit has long since fallentinto the river, 
and its iron chains are flaky with rust. Its 
decks are worm-eaten, and crumble to 
splinters beneath the foot. Upon its sides 
are white scars left by the chafing of the 
ratlines, which have long since disappeared, 
and it ie altogether as satisfactorily ruined 
a bulk as could be found. It thus becomes 
an object of great Interest to the children of 
the neighborhood, and often a crowd of them 
can be found roaming over its decks, weav- 
ing fantastic stories of its career. and peer- 
ing into its darksome, water-filled hold— 
where ccunt:ess numbers of awesome ghosts 
and spooks reside. The Charlotte Raab 
sailed many a voyage and weathered many 
storms without coming to any nilshap or 
encountering any exciting or disastrous ex- 
periences; and it came to its end in a natural 
and most proper manner, from old age. 

It will probably be taken out to find its 
end like the rest,“ says Harbormaster Rob- 


er ts. 

At Belmont avenue Harbormaster Roberts 
in his recent trip came upon another fit 
candidate for the lake.

John Raber and His Boat.

The lumber was sold, the 
surviving members of the crew paid off, and 
the old boat tied up at a tree at Belmont 
avenue, from which pastoral moorings-it

Will Be Sunk in the Lake, 


Some day Harbormaster Roberts, abc 
a maliciously gloating little tug, will com 
alongside the old boat, a half dozen strong 
armed river men will clamber aboard k and 
pump itout, a few leaks and holes will be tem 
porarily repaired, and with a strong line at 
its nose the old boat will be towed down river 
to the lake. Proud and triumphant, and 
ignorant of the fate awaiting it, the old 
schooner will sail past the gayly puffing and 
brightly painted vessels now in the heydey 
of their life, and when far out in the lake, 
where there is more and more than enough 
water to shroud it, the line will be cast loose, 
holes will be opened in the old hulk, and it will 
sink slowly into the cold depths of the lake. 

And such, too, will be the fate of the Char 
lotte Raab, and it may be that of the Mowry, 
and all others the vigilant eye of the harhare 
master may detect surreptitiously stealing 
the last few winks of a waning life at some 
hidden, quiet anchorage, for the river 
be cleared. 

Two years ago the Clipper City went down 
to the most gallant death of them all. 

“A brave death in the lake was its fate,” 
says Captain John Pederson of the Sentinel, 
who was twelve years ago first mate aboard 
the Clipper City, and it was one, Iam sure, 
it would have craved, had any one been able 
to know that.

Prom this safe retreat in the wilds of 
Sutherlandshire, Mr. Carnegie evidently in- 
tends to carry on an extensive correspond- 
ence for the management of his huge busi- 
ness. interests in America. With this object 
In view he has persuaded the British gov- 
ernment’ to open a postofficé in the imme- 
diate neighborhood. 
The little hamlet of Ardgay has therefore 
week blossomed out as a postal town, 
ough all its postal business will consist 
of the Carnegie correspondence, with pos- 
sibly ome or two letters for neighboring 
peasants at Christmastime. This is the first 
time in the history of the British postal 
sérvice when a especial postoffice has been 
opened for a foreigner. 
Mr. Carnegie, however, ts no longer re- 
gerded as a foreigner in Great Britain. He 
was born in Scotiand, and it would not sur- 


prise a good many people to learn that he had 
Petrounced allegiance to the United States 


and had again become a subject of the 
Queen.

N the little town of Greenville, Pa. lives 
the man who can now claim the honor

a retired Methodist preacher and this is his 
first attempt at telescope building, It has 
been entirely a labor of love with him, for the 
great. lens was built for the use of the new 
Methodist university in Washington, and is 
soon to be mounted there. 

The telescope: is interesting not onty 
because its lens is the largest in the world, 
but because of the eccentric character of its

He retired from the pulpit several yeas 
ago and is now 78 years of age. His éreot, 
stalwart figure and snow white beard age 
familiar all through western Pennsylvania, 
In spite of nearly four-score years, De 
Peate is still as active asa boy, and he re.

A LUMBER RAFT. 


Story of a Precarious Voyage on the 
Pacific Coast—Storm Broke 
‘Raft in Twain. 


The following graphic a of the voy- 
age of the big lumber raft shipped by In- 
man, Poulsen & Co. to San Francisco is fur- 
nished by a man who made most of the voy- 
age aboard of it: 

Leaving Portland on the morning of June 
21, with a raft 53 feet wide, 334 feet long, 
and 30 feet deep, containing about 5,250,000 
feet of fir lumber, we arrived at San Fran- 
cisco with the rear half on July 6, aftera 
voyage of thirteen days, filled in with an 


experience that would satisfy the cravings 


of the most venturesome. 

We got into port with the loss of about 
half a million feet of lumber. We made the 
trip down the river without a hitch, and tied 
up at Linnton the first night. Leaving the 
next morning at daylight, we reached Ska- 
mokawa and tied up to the bank of an is- 
land. We left there at 3 in the morning and 
reached Astoria about 11 a. m., and lay to 
near the bugy of dock at Tongue Point. At 
high tide we were towed to the can factory 
dock, and tied up for the night. 

Friday morning came, and it looked as if 
the chances were against our getting out 
over the br that day, but toward noon the 
wind died down, and the pilot came aboard 
and ordered the tugs to get ready to go out 
on the next tide. The pilot would not leave 
us on the raft while going over the bar, as 
he said it was dangerous, and he did not 
want to take any risk, so we went on the tug 
Rescue. 

We started at 1:48 p. m. and crossed out at 
6:30. The sea was pretty rough and when 
the small boat came to take us and put us 
aboard the raft it was just about as much as 
it could do to ridethe waves. We got aboard 
the raft all right and went to work at once 

‘tightening up the rods, and got the lamps 
out and our first night on the ocean began. 
Everything went all right during the night. 
I fired off a roman candle at 12 midnight, the 
signal that all was well. Saturday morning 
opened cloudy, with the wind pretty stiff 
from the northwest, and it continued to blow 
allday. Toward evening it had increased to 
about fifty miles an hour. 

Sunday morning came and the wind went 


down and the sea became almost as smooth 


as the Columbia River. It was the only fine 
day we had on the whole voyage. We en- 
joyed ourselves to the fullest extent of our 
surroundings. My partner, Johnston, who 
complained of not feeling well when we left 
Portland, and said that he was bilious, all 
at once seemed to recover, and the way he 
attacked the commissary department made 
it look possible that we would be on half 
rations before the end of the voyage. Mon- 
day morning came and with it a stiff brecze 
from the northwest, which increased in se- 
verity as the day advanced, and toward 
evening it had increased to a gale and the 
sea was washing over the raft pretty lively. 

At dark the wind was sixty miles an hour 
and it never let up all night, and when the 
morning’ came it had become worse and the 
raft was beginning to show weakness from 
the tremendous strain forwardand aft. To- 
ward noon on Tuesday the wind had in- 
creased tq, eighty-five or ninety miles, and 
the raft was beginning’ to swing out of line 
and working as if it was hinged in the middie. 
I waved the red flag from the port side of the 
cabin at noon to let the tugs know that the 
raft was not in good condition, and as they 
had been watching it all day trough their 
glasses they were well aware of our coi.di- 
tion. 
a few tremendous seas, the outside rod on the 
port side of the cabin shot up about a foot: 
at the same time we heard a loud report, and, 
looking over the side, we saw one of the 
bottom runners floating in the water. A few 
minutes after three or four more rods shot 
up, and on examination we found that three 
out of the five runners were broken, and the 
raft was swaying sideways as if it would 
break at any moment. 

I knew then that there was no use of trying 
to stay on the raft any longer, and I told 
Johnston to wave the red flag from the bow, 
the signal to the tug that the raft was break- 
ing up, and to come and take us off. The 
Monarch gave the signal to the Rescue to 
take in hawser, and they did. It was 6:05 
p. m. when the Rescue came to take us off. 
After giving the danger signal we fastened 
life preservers about us and waited. With 
the gale bluwing about eighty-five miles an 
hour, and the tremendous seas, I did not 
think it possible for the tug to get ncar 
enough to the raft to throw us a line, but 
the Captain of the tug Dan Thompson was 
an able seaman, and he handled the boat in 
such fine shape that he got within seventy- 
five feet and threw a line and I caught it. 
He told me to tie it around me and jump in. 
I didn’t stand on ceremony, but as soon as I 
got the line fast I took the bath. I havea 
faint recollection of making a hole in the 
water, but I was brought to a realization of 
where I was when a huge sea lifted me and 


slammed me up against the side of the tug. | 


The jar stunned me for a second, but I was 
soon hauled on board, looking like a half- 
drowned rat. The line wag then thrown to 
Johnston, and then the fun began. After 
getting the line around him he was told to 
jump, but he looked into the water and then 
ran toward the bow and ¢ back again. 
Whether his nerve left him or whether he 
was looking for the hole I made in the water 
I could not say, but I heard the Captain give 
the order to the men to pull him overboard, 


and they didn’t do a thing to him but gave a 
jerk on the Hine, landing him about

We were 
taken care of by the men on the tug and 
provided with a change of dry clothes. 
After taking us off the raft the Rescue went 


en and hitched on to the other tug and start- 


ed on again, the raft still holding together 
but weak at the center, and working like a 


monster hire. 
The raft parted on Wednesday at 1:30 p. 


‘pa; and the Rescue took in its hawser while 
the Monarch went right on with the bow 
end. The Rescue started back to try and 


hitch on to the stern half, but the sea was 
so rough that they could not get near enough 
to get the linen. We had to lie by sixteen 
hours, and at 5 a. m. Thursday they got on 
board the raft and fastened the hawser 
around the posts and started south. In get- 
ting the hawser on a heavy sea carried the

VENOMOUS PHILIPPINE SNAKES 


Formidable Creatures, More Deadly 
than the Cobra, Which Are Great- 


ly Feared by Fishermen. 


Not only do various reptiles and other 
queer creatures abound in the forests and 
swamps of the Philippines, but the surround- 
ing water of these interesting islands teom 
with veritable sea serpents. These strange 
creatures, which pass their entire existence 
in the water, possess deadly fangs. They 
are a menace to the fishermen, who 
are constantly exposed to their attacks. 
Technically speaking, science has named 
the group they constitute the hydrophide. 
They differ from the terrestrial snakes only 
in the possession of a flat, paddle-like tall. 
These reptiles inhabit the tropical seas of 
the old world, and occasionally attain a 
length of eight feet. Dr. Rudolph Weber, 
professor of Drawing in Princeton Univer- 
sity, observed large numbers of these creat- 
ures while on a steamer bound for Sumatra. 
Dr. Weber was in charge of a scientific ex- 
pedition, and naturally took especial notice 
of them. He says that when the vessel was 
some fifty miles off the coast myriads of sea 
snakes could be seen swimming about as far 
as the eye could reach. They kept upon the 
surface, and several distinct species were 
recognized among them. During calm 
weather these reptiles may be seen sunning 
themeelves upon the surface of the rea, re- 
maining motionless except for a slight 
undulation caused by the movement of the 
water. When.alarmed the agile reptiles 
Give like arrows, leaving a train of bubbles 
behind them. Some species are extremely 
brilliamt in coloration, being bright yellow, 
banded with black, while others are tinted

As the eyes are adapted only for use 
n the water, they stPike blindly when 
brought into the air, although Hving for. 
days when removed from their native ele- 
ment. 

Many specimens hauled up in fishermen's 
nets have been sent to zodlogical gardens. 
The London Gardens even went 60 far as to 
build a special tank for their accommoda- 
tion. But these captured specimens either 
die en route or a short time after being 
placed in captivity. Seeking a dark cdrner 
of their tank they refuse all food and uki- 
mately starve to death. Around the numer- 
ous volcanic islands of the Malayan Archi- 
pelago these reptiles are particularly numer- 
ous. Frequent eruptions occur among 
these islands, which are hardly more than 
the body.of the volcano. During thetime of 
an eruption the few people residing near by 
take to the water in their boats to escape the 
rain of ashes and mud. It is generally a 
case of jumping from the frying pan into the 
fire, however. At such times the sea be- 
comes uncomfortably warm from its close 
proximity to the burning mountain and the 
sea shakes swim wildly about for escape. 
They endeavor to climb over the gunwales

Conditions Are Reversed. 


ITS FEMININE FINANCIERS. 


HERE is a queer state of financial ar- 


fairs up at Burlington, Wis., a summer 
resort not far from Chicago. Ifa man 
Wants to open a bank account at an in- 

itution run by his fellow-man he 


must go over to Kansasville, Darn, or Al- 


len’s Grove, because no man in Burlington 

runs a bank. It's all done by women. 

A contrary woman hater, who couldn't be 
induced to do his banking with a woman, left 
the town and the resort. He went away with 
a bad taste in his mouth and some mean little 
remarks. “There isn’t a money counter in 
the town,“ he said, “‘ over which the rattle 
of coin can be heard above the rustle of 
silken skirts.“ 

There are two banks in Burlington, a Wis- 
consin town with some 3,000 people. Near it 
is located Brown's Lake, one of the most 
popular of the inland summering places. 

Years ago a man named Hall started a 
bank in Burlington, but he died, and the 
„ man bank died with him. Mrs. Florence 
Hall, the blithesome widow of the departed 
financier, took ch of the business and 
managed it to the entife satisfaction of her- 
self. She has an army of depositors and 
patrons who have stood by her from the 
start. She discounts anything in the shape 
of good paper or the efforts of others tc do 
a better banking business, and figures her 
interest to the day at the full legal rate. 
Mrs. Hall ls yet a young woman, presides 
over a well kept home, and rents cottages to 
resorters on Brown's Lake. 

There is another bank in town. It is a 
woman bank, established by a woman, and 
conducted for the last seven years by women. 
This is the Meinhardt Bank, of which Mrs. 
Eliza Meinhardt is President and Miss Edith 
Meinhardt cashier. There is a man in this 
bank, but that is because he belongs to the 
family. 

A snug little inheritance was left to this 
family, and they hit on the plan of banking 
to make it grow, and it grew and grows. In 
the skillful hands of a woman it ceased to 
become a private institution, and is now a 
full-fledged State bank, with a capital of 
$75,000. 

The Meinhardts are said to be equal to any 
banking emergency. If need be the cashier 
will shoot a bandit as coolly as she shavesa 
note, because she says that's in the business. 

There have never been any squalls on Bur- 
lington’s financial sea. The two banks seem 
to meet the needs of the town, which krans- 
acts a creditable business of the usual coun- 
try town character. 

The fair bankers take a lively interest in 
the affairs of their class, attend meet-ngs 
and social functions, and keep pace with the 
world generally. : 


MICE ARE HIS COMPANIONS. 


At Meal Times They Come Out and 
Eat with Librarian Cole of 
3 Memphis. 


Colonel Cole, who is the presiding genius 
of the Court-House Library, is a remarka- 
ble man. Colonel Cole has fought Indians 
in the cafions of the West, he has followed 
narrow trails over the Rockies, has hunt- 
ed the bison and buffalo on the broad and 
rolling plains of Colorado, has panned gold 
in Montana mountain streams, and has led 
a command in the land of the Montezumas. 

The Court-House Library is located on the 
top floor. It is an old ramshakle apart- 
ment, with the ceiling cracked in sections 
and a general air of desuetude and desola- 
tion about it. It is here amid several thou- 
sand volumes of musty and calf-bound lore 
that Colonel Cole sits through the long hot 
summer days. No breeze ever finds its 
way into the Court-House Library, and at 
all hours of the day stulness hangs over 
the place like a pall. Once ina while, per- 
haps, some lawyer may wander in to look 
up a legal question or refresh his memory 
with a glance at the shelves, but beyond 
this the silence remains unbroken. 

But Colonel Cole is not lonesome, nor does 
he mind the gloomy surroundings and their 
accompanying mold. He has friends. 
Small, interesting, vivacious, piquant pets. 
They know him and he has a fatherly regard 
for their welfare. These friends are the 
mice. These mice have taken advantage 
of the cracks and cranniesin the court house, | 
and have established well- populated col- 
onies which seem to flourish, though on 
what they subsist is a mystery. The family 
which has made its home in the library is 
more fortunate than the other tribes of ro- 
dents which have been populating the build- 
ing. It is this family that Colonel Cole has 
taken under his fatherly protection. They 
possess a rare quality of intelligence and 
know the hours of the day as well as the 
clock in the Methodist church a block away. 
In several places the flooring has been cut, 
leaving small holes, and to and from these 
the mice pass all day, walking and running 
about with no seeming fear. When Colonel 
Cole first arrives in the morning he gives 
these mice their breakfast. He has a pe- 
culiar way of calling them, and at the first 
sound of his voice they scamper to the small 
openings in the floor, protrude their smooth, 
neat looking heads in an inquiring way, and 
then saunter out and gather in a circle 
about his feet.
